Use of School Buildings 


It cannot use its school buildings for 
social centers, as is done now with such 
large gain in more than a hundred cities 
of other states and in nearly all the 
cities of Europe. The Legislature last 
vear, however, has given permission, not 
to the city government, but to the school 
committee to grant the temporary use 
of halls in school buildings for public 
or educational purposes. 

The necessity to go to the Legislature 
again and again for power to build 
naturally has led the Legislature, in 
place of giving the city general author- 
itv, sometimes to direct specifically who 
shall do the work,and sometimes to pro- 
ceed itself to do the work. Many public 
buildings of Boston have been erected in 
this manner, in complete independence 
of its municipal administration, 

A Massachusetts city cannot engage 
in any tradin,; enterprises; and even 
the Legislature cannot authorize it to 
buy coal and wood for sale to its in- 
habitants, no matter how necessary 
these may be to life itself. Moreover 
if a city gets permission to enter upon 
some enterprise, a water supply for i-- 
stance, it has no assurance whatever 
that i{ will continue. Boston furnished 
itself with excellent water at a cost of 
several million dollars; but the state 
took over both the supply and the plant 
without asking the consent of the city. 

A franchise to establish and operate 
ferries, water works, gas works, elec- 
tric plants, or street railways, is a con- 
tract, if granted to an association of 
stockholders constituting a private cor-

creased. The other dav in the national drainage congress at New 


, Orleans he made an eloquent plea in behalf of the levee system ot 


the lower Mississippi. According to one of the local newspapers. 
he directed attention to the vast benefit the levee system had been to 
the protection of fertile lands from overflow, and urged that the 
congress should insist upon stronger and higher levees and the 
greatest possible energy in improving and protecting those embank- 
nents. 

Nobody even in the most superficial wavy acquainted with con- 
ditions along the lower Mississippi and its immediate tributaries will 
undertake to controvert Mr. Ransdell’s testimonial to the service ren- 
dered by the levees in the past, but, in the light of conditions that 
are even now present throughout a large section of the low country 
and in the delta, is it not opportune to question the value of these 
barriers? Have they not failed repeatedly in times of emergency ? 
Are they not failing now as safeguards of the plantation and re- 
claimed areas? 

Owing to the topography of the country through which they 
flow, the lower Mississippi and its immediate tributaries must always 
be held within levees, or artificial banks. This goes without saving 
But would it not be a much wiser plan for the states subject to river 
floods and inundations to give hereafter less attention to effect and 
more to cause? 

The levees would not need to be so strong or so high, they would 
not need to be constructed with regard to so much power of resist- 
ance, if the strain upon them were diminished. Under ordinary 
pressure the levees should and would stand for vears with little 
repair: subject as they are now to the full force of the floodtide, 
crevasses are common and the losses resulting from levee destruction 
alone, to sav nothing of consequential damages, are enormous. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that Senator-elect Ransdell and his 
southern colleagues will unite with the middle western and north- 
western delegations in Congress in a comprehensive movement for 
the storage of floodwaters and the prevention of floods. Floods can 
be prevented at the headwaters and along the courses of the Mis- 
sissippi and its tributaries by diversion of the surplus flow of the 
spring freshets into reservoirs, much more effectually than by attempt- 
ing to confine the vast cumulative volume after it has entered the 
main artery. How futile are the levee embankments has been all 
too apparent during the last two weeks. Has not the time come 
when men like Senator-elect Ransdell should look to remedying the 
trouble at the root rather than in the branch?

forth her greatest etfort, it may be excusable 
at times to idealize the former. But it is 
impossible to see how anv great or permanent good can result from 
unduly extolling the one to the belittlement of the other. A speaker 
In a western city said recently: ‘When a crisis of any kind enters

into the American woman’s life she 1s incapable of meeting it because: 


she is so used to receiving that she has no self-confidence left. When 
she wants anything done, she expects her husband, or a servant her 
husband pays, to do it for her, instead of going out and doing it 
herself, as our grandmothers did.’ 

The folly of overindulgence in generalization is strongly exem- 
plified here. The American woman, it would appear, needs only 
to touch the button in order to have all her wants supplied. Many 
thousands—perhaps, several millions—ot American women, and a 
majority of them of the well-to-do class, will be genuinely surprised 
to learn this. 

Now, as a matter of tact, there was never a time 1n the history 
of this. nation when woman was more selft-dependent and self-sus- 
taining than she is today. This is true of her whether she be single 
or married. She is competent and willing to go out and do things 
that her grandmother had neither the disposition nor the ability to 
do—that her grandmother did not think it within her province to do. 
The woman of today has taken her place in the world’s activities 
and filled it with credit and distinction, and she has done this with- 
out detriment, but rather with benefit to her sex and to the race. 
This may be said without the slightest disparagement to her grand- 
mother or to her grandmother's grandmother. Women of all times 
have performed their part capably, faithtully and courageously, 
according to their lights; 1f they are performing a larger part in the 
world’s work today it 1s because their lights have grown brighter 
and their opportunities have correspondingly increased. 

The woman of our period is just as self-helpful and just as help- 
ful to those around her, in proportion to the demands upon her, as 
was her grandmother. Not so much was expected of the latter, but 
she gave freely and cheerfully of her best; more 1s expected of the 
former and she is giving with equal generosity and unselfishness. 
Reverence and respect without measure are due the woman of the 
past; vet both will have lost their savor, their sweetness and their 
value, if they be withheld from the woman of the present. 
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Ir is now possible to tell where some of the jokes of the period 
come from.

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ESTHETIC considerations have finally tri- 
umphed over utilitarian desires. The me- 
morial to Lincoln in Washington is to stand 
where highest expert advisers among artists, 
landscape architects, and city planners said 
that it should. The preliminary design of 
Henry Bacon is to be worked out. This 
means more than erection of a worthy struc- 
ture in the most suitable of all sites where it 
can dominate the scene, even as the Washing- 
ton monument and the Capitol now dominate their sections of the cap- 
italcity. It also means that a victory has been won over forces hostile 
to an alliance between government and art, and persistently so. No 
methods have been omitted by the Philistines to pervert the patriotism 
and generosity of the nation and to make the homage of Lincoln 
expressed in the lavish appropriation of Congress serve parochial 
and economic ends. Barely has the sordid policy been’ defeated, anc 
scandal in connection with the reverence of a nation for its greatest 
man been averted. 

The victory won at Washington will enhearten persons making

‘a similar contest in other cities where it is a clearly defined issue 


between art and utilities and where public opinion is wavering. 
Everything which fixes the traditions at Washington in favor of 
recognition of expert advice in matters of this kind is influential 
nationally. 

With the interesting problem raised by Borglum, the virile and 
unconventional sculptor, in his attack upon the Bacon design for the 
Lincoln monument as being classical and not American in its type 
of art. we are not concerned now. Up to date America has been 
more successful in rearing men of a new sort than she has in originat- 
ing a distinct type of art, plastic or otherwise. Lacking the latter, 
it has been quite natural tor the designer of the Lincoln memorial to 
go back to a people whose experiments with democracy and whose 
triumphs in art make them tar more akin to Americans of todav 
than peoples historically identihed with imperial and monarchical 
power and with Byzantine, Romanesque or Gothic art forms, 
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CONSIDERING the many drawbacks that a 
country like Haiti has had to contend with, 
such as internal difthculties and misunder- 
Standings with its near neighbor, the Do- 
Invites nunican republic, and in view of the suspicion 
with which the nation has sometimes been 
looked upon, it is to the credit of the present 
chiet executive, Cincinnatus Leconte, that he 
Is doing so much not only to better the con- 
dition of Ins domain, but to improve. its 
entire situation, as seen from without. secretary Knox evidently 
spoke advisedly when he asked his Haitian hosts to arrange their 
yovernmental ideal so as to inspire confidence in its present and future 
application ; and it is apparent that his words of advice were not only 
listened to respectfully, but were taken to heart. Otherwise, Presi- 
dent Leconte could hardly have said as he did that the Haitians were 
anxious for more Americans to come to the island, to assist in the 
development of the abounding natural resources, to furnish the capital 
that the government would guarantee to be secure. That his fore- 
bears had planned to give the people contentment and a liberal con- 
stitution the President referred to as an incentive alwavs before him 
It must-have been a rather dramatic moment when General Leconte, 
pointing te the portraits of L, Ouverture and Dessalines, the Haitian 
patriots, said: 
ing out the work these men began for human liberty and advance- 
ment. — 

It were well if nations, fortunate in a progress which has come 
more tardily in other places, should take due account of the immense 
amount of work that must have been the part of certain leaders of 
their people. President Leconte asks that \imern ans come to the 
aid of his country. He does not specity 
satisfactory a financial status as that of Santo Domingo would be 
acceptable likewise to Haiti. But it- would seem to be enough when 
the ruler of the island republic declares that he will do all he can to 
make a satisfactory boundary settlement with the neighbor, that he is 
mainly laboring for internal harmony, and that Americans will be 
welcomed not enly because they are energetic but also because Haiti 
looks to the United States as an elder brother upon whose protection 
it can count in the hour of difficulty, providing this dithculty 1s not 
of its own making.

It is farcical to talk ot 
intelligent voting when the average voter 1s 
called upon to select from a multitude of 
names, many of which are utterly unknown 
to him, those of persons qualitied, in his judg- 
ment, to fill the various positions. He has 
a situation forced upon him in which the exercise of his judgment is 
impossible. [In order to vote intelligently with a blanket ballot of 
the kind ordinarily presented to him at the primary polling place, the 
average citizen would have to devote himself to the special study of 
possible applicants tor political preferment for weeks preceding each 
primary election. “The popular primary often brings people into 
active and practical politics who have seldom or never been heard 
of in connection with public affairs; there mav be, and there ,doubt- 
iess is, good in this, but it 1s neutralized or utterly destroved through 
the inability of the average citizen to distinguish the worthy from the 
unworthy among the candidates. 


Cry for a 
Short Ballot 
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Under the old political system the parties, theoretically at least, 
did the sitting, and the voter, relying upon the judgment of men 
who made politics their study and their profession and their business, 
trusted largely to their direction, and voted, generally, according to 
their recommendation. Now that the organization system has 
become disintegrated and running for office has become. something 
in the nature of a free-for-all contest, the voter who formerly trusted 
to the guidance of his party is very much at sea. The blanket ballot, 
the multitude of candidates, confuse him. The result is that the 
cry for a short ballot is heard in the ast, in the West and in the 
South. It has come lastly, perhaps, from the latter section, where 
we find a contemporary saying: “It would be better for the public 
service to have an election every tortnight than to go through the 
silly form of having voters cast blankét ballots covered with names 
two-thirds of which they never heard of—even if they go to the 


trouble of reading them over—and pretending that such a mummery 
Is In any sense of the word a popular selection.” 

This language is blunt, but it is very much to the point. The 
ballot must be shortened somehow, either by more frequent elections. 
which would hardly seem desirable, or by removing a large number 
of secondary aitd minor offices from the elective to the appointive 
class, which would seem to be both desirable and sensible

at the shops and public markets. The prob- 
abilities are that the idea will be applied to 
the general course in household economy 
which is now open to girl students in manv schools and colleges. In 
most cases the presence in the household of foodstuffs is assumed and 
instruction begins with their preparation. According to the new 
method, instruction would begin by teaching the girl or voung woman 
how to select food and how to purchase foodstutfs economically. In 
housekeeping as in merchandizing, buying is basic. The good buver 
makes the right start; the imprudent or unskilful buver is wrong 
from the beginning. Good cooking will go a long wav toward com- 
pensating for poor buying, but in the great majority of household 
economy in expenditure is absolutely necessary to the balancing 
accounts, and where the accounts will not balance even good cooking 
may fail to promote domestic content. 

Teaching the young housewife how to market is really touching 
the tundamental in housekeeping. If the instruction be thorough, 
and it the student profit by it fully, a long step will have been taken 
toward solving the problem of the high cost of living. The state- 
ment that waste in the kitchen is mainly responsible for the existence 
of this problem does not merit sympathy. It is not true that the 
average housekeeper is incompetent, wasteful or extravagant. What 
is true, however, is that the time has come in America when it its 
necessary for housekeepers to understand how to practise those little 
economies with which European housewives have always been 
acquainted. American generosity in weights, measures and cuts 
calls for downward revision. In manv instances nickels and dimes 
are perforniing the functions of pennies in marketing. This and 
other things will now have to be changed, and no ldss or hardship 
can result from the reformatory movement 1f it be directed by capa- 
ble leaders and instructors. 
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THEATRICAL managers and theatrical eritics continue to theorize 
over the talling off in patronage throughout the country during the 
season of 1911-1912. On one point all seem to be agreed, namely, 
that the picture show was an important factor in the case. It 1s 
doubtful if anv considerable percentage of those who stayed away 
from the theater during the season named, and deemed it no hard- 
ship, everything considered, will agree to this. he class that be- 
stows regular, profitable, and practically sustaming patronage on the 
dramatic stage is not the class affected by the picture shows. It may 
be that the main cause of the theatrical “slump of last winter was 
the poor quality of the productions, and that an important contribu- 
tarv cause was the further tendency toward the commercialization 
of the drama through an overabundance of “business management” 
and the toleration of the ticket speculator. 
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There are few signs of American national 
life as promising as the alliance of expert 
investigators connected with universities and 
agencies of government or organizations of 
public-spirited citizens. Germany in Europe, 
Japan in Asia and Wisconsin in America are 
leading the way. Secure in the tenure of 
his place. working in an atmosphere of truth- 
seeking, equipped with all the resources of 
libraries and laboratories and having as sub- 
ordinate workers men trained in the inductive method of research. 
such a disinterested student of civic problems can aid communities 
as a man with only good intentions and local experience with transit 
rr other community problems cannot. 

Cities and states are not the only gainers by this enlistment of 
social experts with academic training and resources. Civic organiza- 
tions with progressive policies also do well to take similar counsel 
when contemplating participation in reform politics, law-shaping and 
capture of new markets or overthrow of contemporary abuses. 
Aware of this the National Civic Federation, about to begin caretul 
study of the results of public control of natural monopolies in the 
United States and in Europe, has at the outset put the matter, on 
the administrative side, in the hands of men trom eastern and western 
universities who are conversant with the problem. They will super- 
vise collection of data, analysis of the same, and editing of the 
material. Then later the federation, with its varied personnel, can
